14 may work as a registered lobbyist to influence legislative

16 legislative session, and no employee or member of the

17 legislative branch who leaves that position between December 1
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and the next July 31 may work as a registered lobbyist to

influence legislative action until after the conclusion of the

next veto session.

(c) As used in this Section, "compensation", "lobbyists",

and "legislative action" have the same meanings as those terms

are defined in Section 2 of the Lobbyist Registration Act.";
